GUARDSMEN PUT 
DOWN CLAMP ON 
WELLSINTEXAS 


Attempt to Stop Every Pro- 


ducing Well in East 


Texas Oil Field 


EUgore, Texas —MO— Texas na- 
ional guardsmen continued their 
patrol of the east Texas oil field to- 
day, Intent on closing down the last 
of a handful of wells still flowing 


lonely sections, in violation of 


martial law orders. 


General Jacob F. Wolters, com- 


mander of the troops, who announc- 
ed yesterday the shut-down was 
practically 100 per cent effective, 
toped to be able to report today the 
valve on every one of the 1,600 pro- 
ducing wells in the field had been 
turned off in compliance with the 
orders of Gov. Ross S. Sterling, who 
acted to curb the prolific field unti» 
Texas' new oil conservation laws 
could be put Into action. 


Guardsmen 
haft evolved a new 


method to prevent operators from 
reopening wells without their knowl- 
edge. Seals were being placed on 
each valve as the well was closed 
Sown. Troops patrcrfled in zig^ zag 
fashion so operator#-wou3r not feel 
safe in re-opening. 


The shutdown in the east Texas 


field together with the complete 
stoppage of crude oH production in 
Oklahoma, by Gov. William H. Mur- 
ray's martial law order, had resulted 
in cutting off two-fifths of the na- 
tion's output. Production in east 
Texas alone before the shutdown 
averaged apprordmately 750,000 bar- 
rels daily. 
lEd-continent operators watched 


closely the effects of the sharp cut 
in production to see if it would re- 
lieve the depressed petroleum indus- 
try. Many leaders of the industry 
expressed the opinion It would bring 
higher prices. The first move along 
this line came yesterday when the 
Xorgan Petroleum company in Okla- 
homa increased its price lor Okla- 
homa oil to 77 cents a barrel, a boost 
of 25 cents from the previous masi- 
Trnim

C. Dr. Kinsman, 
formerly connected with Lawrence 
college here, was the speaker at a 
meeting: of the Appleton Rotary club 
and Rotary Anns at Riverview 
Country club last night. 
The sub- 


ject of his talk Tras "The Economic 
Situation in Russia," He used as a 
basis for his address the experiences 
and investigations which he ma#i 
about a year ago whea, to company 
with 25 other American economists, 
he made a trip through the Soviet 
union. 


"It was the unanimous conclusior 


of our group at the conclusion of 
our tour that Russia win never re- 
turn to czarist rule and that it will 
never return to the capitalistic or 
individual regime." Dr . Kinsman 
man said. "While the country is 
bent on putting- to use all the mod- 
em equipment and business meth- 
ods produced by 
the capitalistic 


group, nevertheless, the Russians 
are determined to destroy the capi- 
talistic group." 


The progress which the Soviets 


are making should not be underes- 
timated by the United- States, Dr, 
Kinsman warned. 


Look For Best 


"If we are alert we will be looking 


for the best, which would be the 
complete failure of the Russian five- 
year plan, but we wffl be prepared 
for the worst, which would be the 
success of the plan," the economist 
said. "Our refusal to recognize Rus- 
sia and our hope that this refused 
recognition might stop her entry In 
the markets of the world is but a 
false hope. 
If Russia should dump 


50 or 75 million bushels of wheat on 
the market at Liverpool the prices 
in the United States would fall just 
as surely as if this Immense quant- 
ity were dumped- on the market 5n 
Chicago." 


He told how the five-year plan of 


the Russians came Into being and 
explained what an 
immense task 


•this new government faces in its 
attempt to put the plan across. He 
pointed out that Russia has a popu- 
lation of more- than 160 nullipn peo- 
ple and that this population is In- 
creasing at the rate of 10,000 per 
day, a higher rate of increase than 
in an the rest of Europe. He sai3 
that Russia occupies an area three 
times as large as the United States 
and as large as all of Xorth Ameri- 
ca. 
The five-year plan, briefly, he 


said, is a program by which the 
government hopes to raise Its stan- 
dard of living and step up produs- 
tioE •c.o a point where the gqvern- 
ment factories are producing enough 
of every kind- of product to amply 
supply its entire population. 


Plan Is .Formea 


This plan was evolved when a 


commission, under whose jurisdic- 
tion the mining industries 
o* the 


country were placed, worked out 
the plan for Its own particular prob- 
lem. 
Other economists then decided 


that a. five-year program could be 
planned for the entire nation. This 
meant that some group of men must 
make a survey of the entire nation 
and decide just how much of each 
particular 
commodity 
would be 


necessary each year for the nest 
five years and how much the cost 
of production should be. The next 
step was the placing of the task of 
producing this material into the 
hands of another commission, with 
s. separate commission for each of 
the almost 
countless industries 


which might be listed. The planning 
commission's task also included the 
job of figuring how much -goods the 
increased population would be using

Moves Faster 


While the .United States and oth- 


er countries are seeking methods to 
lower production costs by the ever- 
increasing use of more efficient ma- 
chinery, the Russians are moving 
ahead faster because they not only 
press these same machines into 
service, but they have an almost 
limitless supply of labor. This Is 
the result, he said, of putting wo- 
men into industry as well as men. 
The women of Russia, he said, are 
even trained in military tactics so 
that they can take up arms in de 
fense of their country should there 
ever be war. In Russia, he said, 
everyoae works. 


Although the industrial and pro- 


duction program ot Russia appears 
on the surface to be advancing- rap- 
idly, Dr. 'K'nsitr.n said, there is 
one phase of the situation wiueh the 
economists wece unabl*} »o pluml;

BUILDING IN 1931 


Construction of a. new home for the 


Appleton Post-Cresceat, followed by 
the announcement yesterday of quite 
extensive remodeling and rebuilding 
by the Interlake Pulp and Paper Co., 
has served to focus attention upon the 
building program underway in Apple- 
ton this 3rear. Much of the slack has 
been taken out of business by exten- 
sive building operations that have sky- 
rocketed building permit figures well 
above 1930 and make them comparable 
with more prosperous years. 


A decided slump in building here fol- 


lowed the collapse of the stock mar- 
ket in late 1929 and the resultant re- 
cession of general business." The ex- 
tent of this decline can best be visu- 
alized by studying building permit rec- 
ords in the office of the building in- 
spector. In 1928 permits aggregated 
$2,130,147 and the next year they de- 
clined to $1,550,583, followed in 1930 
by a further drop of S486,556 to §1,064,- 
027, the lowest point in many years. 
The decline was particularly pro- 
nounced in the last six months of 1930 
in which period permits were §365.000 
less than for the same period in 1929 
and $240,000 less than for the first six 
months of the year. 


By early 1931 public attention was 


focused on the decline in building evi- 
dent everywhere in the country, and 
steps were taken to combat it. Com- 
mittees were appointed to investigate 
the situation and it soon was learned 
that 1931 offered opportunities to build- 
ers that might never be duplicated. 


A campaign was launched in Ap- 


pleton to stimulate building and the 
response has been quite satisfactory. 
'In the first six months of 1931 permits 
aggregated $619,586, or more than 
$200,000" over permits issued the last 
six months of the preceding year and 
only about $30,000 less than for the 
first six months of 1930. Since July 
1 the increase has been much more pro- 
nounced, until today permits together 
with estimates for construction of proj- 
ects now underway but for which per- 
mits have not yet been obtained, in- 
cluding the Post-Crescent building, 
First English Lutheran church and the 
remodeling at the Interlake, aggregate 
$365,000 as compared with $97,600 up 
to the same date a year ago, and the 
total of new construction up to Aug. 
15 this year is approximately $225,000 
more than on the same date in 1930. 


In addition to construction repre- 


sented by building permits, a survey 
by the post office authorities revealed 
that 631 homes were painted here so 
far this year and that exterior repairs 
or remodeling has been done on 241 
homes. It was estimated by the build- 
ing inspector that permits were not 
required in at least 150 of these remod- 
eling and repair jobs and that these 
represented expenditures of at least 
$15,000. When these expenditures and 
the cost of the 631 paint jobs is added 
to the cost of new construction the to- 
tal for "1931 is well over $1,000,000, in 
fact it already exceeds the permit con- 
struction of 1930. 


The building inspector's records al- 


so revealed that more new homes are 
being erected in Appleton this year 
than in 1930. Up to August 15 last 
year permits were issued for 51 resi- 
dences, while on the same date this 
year a total of 63 permits had been 
granted. There is every probability 
that the total number of homes started 
in Appleton this year wjjl exceed the 
95 erected in 1930.

CAUSES OF CRIME

of all—we have a mass of "laws un- 
supported by public sanction." We 
have insecurity of employment, the ter- 
rible and compelling drive of poverty. 


Analyzing Mr. Anderson's statement, 


the causes of crime-aside from the per- 
centage that comes from mental-mis- 
fits and can never be entirely obliter- 
ated, are two in number, poverty in 
some of its many aspects, and laws— 
of which prohibition is the outstanding 
example—which the majority of the 
people disapprove, will not tolerate and 
hence flagrantly and constantly dis- 
obey. 


There is such a mass of evidence to 


support these general conclusions, their 
truth is so self-evident .to mature per- 
sons of any experience, that a recita- 
tion is superfluous. 


It is difficult to escape the feeling 


that a majority of the commission 
"found it impossible" to carry on not 
merely because of the perplexity of 
their endeavors but in the realization 
that the commission became the great- 
est fiasco of our times when the Presi- 
dent sank the stiletto of mis-statement 
and misunderstanding into its back.

When one decides to travel by air- 


plane in this country, he usually goes 
where-he pleases and carries "whatever 
is necessary for his convenience or 
pleasure, so long as he obeys a few 
rules laid down by the Department of 
Commerce covering the proper alti- 
tude to maintain over centers of popu- 
lation and the like. 


Pangborn and Herndon have discov- 


ered, however, that flying an airplane 
outside the boundaries of the United 
States involves more than arriving at 
one's destination by a direct or fancied 
route. 


In flying from Russia to Tokio they 


passed over prescribed military areas 
in Japan where they inadvertently 
photographed the scenery, and even 
the assistance of American diplomacy 
was unable to stave off a fine of two 
thousand dollars with imprisonment as 
the alternative.

going to apply to oysters. They are 
delegates to the annual convention 
of the Kational Shellfish association 
and the Oyster Growers arid Dealers 
Association of North America. 


Geen oysters and white—the latter 


the ordinary table variety—were fed 
:o anemic rats by Dorothy V. vThip- 
ile and Opal M. "Wolf of the Pease 
jaboratories of New Tork. The rat 


resembled closely the hu- 


man kind. In 16 weeks the oyster- 
eating rats recovered, but those on 
green oyster diet outstripped 
the 


white-oyster eater. 
It was found also that the vivid 


green bivalve diet eouaHed liver as 
a cure for anemia in rats.

mown surely, but fa attributed to 
excess copper in the oyster.

It was explained in. informed quar- 


ters that the committee felt that in 
defining the issues clearly and in 
recommending the promptest pos- 
sible action It had done a construc- 
tive work of the first importance. 


"More than that," said a distin- 


guished international banker, "it is 
the first time since the war that 
such conclusions have been. reached 


The report stated that during the 


seven, years between 1924 and 1930 
German's foreign, indebtedness grew 
faster than the assets owned by her 
abroad: 18,200,000,000 
reichsmarks. 


Her total indebtedness is estimated 
at 25,000,000,000 reschmarfes which 
of course is in part offset by Ger- 
man foreign assets amounting to 9,- 
700,000,000 reichsmarks, leaving a 
net debt to foreigners of about 15,- 
800,000,000 reichsmarks. 


Borrowed to Pay Debts 
"It is largely out of borrowing 


that reparations have been indirect- 
ly met- In two years a" surplus of 
exports has provided assistance and 
there have been of course receipts 
from services. 


• "And it follows that in the main, 
payments made abroad by Germany 
during: these years were not effected 
out of Germany's resources and -will 
not be so effected until an appro- 
priate part of these commercial 
debts are repaid- in the form either 
of gold, goods or services. 


"The weakness of the German fi- 


nancial situation at the end of 1930 
arose out of the fact that whereas 
Germany's foreign 
short-term in- 


debtedness was no less than 10,- 
300,000,000 reichsmarks, having in-
